Bristol Twp. To Cut Taxes 
Mills

Bristol Township taxes will be 


cut I m i l l s this year. 


That’s the surprise word from 
Jam es N. 
Kline, president of 
the township board of commis­ 
sioners, who said the reduction 
will 
be realized 
“ without de­ 
creasing any services to tax­ 
payers1.” 


Today’s disclosure by Kline 
comes three weeks after Town­ 
ship Manager Ronald Zweig pre­ 
cented a proposed 19(15 budget 


calling for the same 17-mill tax 
rate as in 1964. 


The Breakdown 


However, with the Democrat- 
controlled board of commission­ 
ers ready to slice taxes, the 1965 
rate will be 15!/2 mills, W/2 of 
which will be for generafl pur­ 
poses and one mill fire tax. 


The proposed budget of $1,- 
651,200 will be aired tonight at a 
public hearing set for 8 o’clock 
in the cafeteria of Benjamin 
Franklin 
Junior 
High 
School, 
Mill 
Creek 
Road, 
Levittown. 


Adoption of the budget will take 
place at the commissioner’s reg­ 
ular 
monthly 
meeting 
next 
Wednesday night. 


Pay Raise 


Kline today stated that despite 
the tax reduction, the 1965 budg­ 
et will include a minimum five 
per cent pay raise for all town­ 
ship employes. 


He also said the township will 
continue “ to put forward pro­ 
gram s as planned, including the 
construction of a new municipal 
building.” 


In explaining the tax reduc­ 
tion, Kline said “ we have ob­ 
tained enough money from the 
one-mill increase last year and 
are planning a cheaper means 
of financing the new building 
rather than by general obliga­ 
tion.” 


Last year the commissioners 
increased taxes by two mills, 
one mill going for the new build­ 
ing and the other mill for gen­ 
eral purposes. 


Aids Reduction 


Kline 
pointed 
out 
that 
the 


township has a cash balance of 
$103,830.52 from 1964, which also 
aids in the 1965 tax reduction. 


“ lf 
you 
watch 
where 
the 
money goes and how you spend 
it, you can operate as efficient­ 
ly at a lower cost,” Kline de­ 
clared. 


He said the township would 
adhere to 
“ a hard and 
fast 
capital improvements program 
for the entire township with a 
hard and fast budget.”

SAIGON (UPI) -

The disclosure by well 
quali­ 
fied sources followed announce­ 
ment by the Defense Depart­ 
ment in Washington that two of 
th«' heavily armed supersonic 
planes were shot down Wednes- 
da\ over Laotian territory. 


The 
Washington 
announce­ 
ment appeared to produce con­ 
firming evidence that the Unit­ 
ed States has begun bombing 
raids against Communist supply 
lines leading to guerrilla forces 
in South Viet Nam. 


The Pentagon said both pilots 
were rescued. They were id en t­ 
ified as ( apt.

Ferguson was at the controls

man, wears $1,000 on his head. 
But then, he says, that’s better 
than being bald. 


Archer should know because 
he was bald for 20 years and 
didn’t like it. 


Achieved A Dream 


He has now achieved many a 
baldy’s dream — hair all over 
his head — only he figures he 
paid about 75 cents for each 
hair. The hair was placed there 
in 
two 
operations 
involving 
about 200 transplants of five to 


IO hair roots each, at a cost of 
$5 per transplant. 


“ It grows about half an inch 
a month.” Archer said. 
Archer, 
58, 
said 
he 
read 
about 
the 
transplant 
process 
when he was in New Orleans 
for a football gam e about a year 
ago. He inquired and went to 
New Orleans for the transplants 
last March 19 and Sept. 17. 
Flesh and Roots 


He said each transplant in­ 
volved taking a “ plug” of flesh 
and roots from the fringe above 
his ears and inserting it in a 


hole fashioned in the bald area. 
Each spring of hair, he said, 
w as about one-eighth of an inch 
long. 


“ It fell out in about IO days,” 
Archer said, 
“ but 
within 
six 
weeks it started to grow again.” 


Won’t Go Back 


Archer said the operations, 
performed under local anesthet­ 
ic, caused less pain than having 
a tooth pulled. But he said he 
isn’t going back for more. 
“ If I wanted more, I would,” 
he said, “ But I’m getting all 
the hair I need.”

New Zoning Ordinance OKd 
For Office Buildings, Apts.

Middletown Township Super­ 
visors last night passed a new 
zoning ordinance for apartm ents 
and office buildings. 
The 
ordinance 
covers 
five 
types of buildings. 
These include garden apart­ 
ments (three 
floors 
or less); 
high-rise apartm ents (six stories 
or mcxre); offices not involving 
sales or delivery of m erchan­ 
dise on the premises; education­ 
al. religious and philanthropic 
institutions; 
and 
medical and 
related buildings when author­ 
ized by the Zoning Board of Ad­ 
justment. 
Provisions were also made for 
accessory uses of the ground 
floor such as restaurants, phar­ 
macies and other related busi­ 
nesses. 
“ Growing Township” . 
“ Ours is a growing township 
and we need this zoning ordi­ 
nance,” 
commented

’65 Budget 


Jam es L. Wright, vice chair­ 
man of the Middletown Town­ 
ship Board of Supervisors, said 
last night that most of the pro 
posed budget will be approved, 
including an increase of the po. 
lice department. 
Wright said the supervisors 
had spent most of the weekend 
reviewing the proposed budget 
of the township m anager. Bar­ 
ry R. Evans. Most of it will 
be approved and there will not 
be a tax boost, he said. 
He commented 
in 
consider­ 
able detail 
about 
the 
police 
force. Wright said three new 
men would be added to the force 
bringing the total to 27. One 
sergeant will be promoted 
to 
lieutenant, a rank presently un­ 
occupied. The starting 
salary 
will be raised to $4550 and five 
new cars will be purchased. 
Police Budget 
“ It is important that our citi­ 
zens understand that our total 
police budget is over $200,000 
Z which is approximately $30 per 
* home per year,” he said. “ The 
average homeowner pays 
$43 
- per year in taxes to the town- 
I ship.” 
Noting 
that 
problems 
with 
I traffic, delinquency and crime 
* are 
increasing. 
Wright 
said. 
“ Each year we have to increase 
our budget to protect the ma- 
^ jority of law abiding citizens 
* from the minority who don’t 
- give a damn.

“ I believe it is time for all 
* of us to expand a little extra 
effort as citizens and as par- 
* ents in slowing down this in­ 
crease in law violations which 
* not only results in tax increases 
I but in loss of life and prop- 
* erty.”

Joseph Saba, chairman of the 
Middletown Planning Commis­ 
sion, commented that the or­ 
dinance was “ mostly the sam e” 
and urged passage. He did say 
that the local commission should 
have been notified of the caucus 
with the Bucks County planners. 
The supervisors agreed to wait 
until their Feb. 24 meeting be­ 
fore taking action on some zon­ 
ing changes in the existing code 
which will affect residential and 
agricultural zoning. 
Voice Objects ns 
The 
strongest 
objections 
to 
he apartments were voiced by 
two 
Langhorne 
Terrace 
resi­ 
dents, Lou Carnation and G er­ 
ard Froggett. 
They challenged a statement 
by one of the supervisors, Mrs. 
Mary Stemme, that the front 
foot assessment for connection to 
the proposed Neshaminy Inter­ 
ceptor Sewer would be lower if 
apartm ents existed in the Lang­ 
horne 
Terrace 
and 
Parkland 
areas. 
“ How can the f r o n t foot a s­ 
sessment 
be lower if sewers 
have to be put in before ap a rt­ 
ments are constructed?” C arna­ 
tion asked. 
Mrs. 
Stemme 
admitted 
she 
made a 
mistake, but it was 
pointed out that the annual cost 
of retaining bonds would be di­ 
vided among more people. The 
two ’t e r r a c e residents were 


against the apartments because 
they felt it would increase the 
chances of the sewer project be­ 
ing approved. 
According to the restrictions 
of the ordinance, each building 
must be constructed on a mini­ 
mum lot of five acres. For every 
foot in height above 35 feet, the 
side and rear yards must be in­ 
creased by a foot. This restric­ 
tion makes it most unlikely that 
a skyscraper would be construct­ 
ed. There will be 16 units for 
every acre of ground in the 
garden apartments, and 30 units 
per acre in the high-rise apart- 
ment. All units will have one 
or two bedrooms. 
Before an apartm ent or office 
can be built, 
land 
must 
be 
zoned for it. Apartments now on 
Woodbourne 
Road 
were 
built 
under variances. 
3 Streets Dedicated 
In other business, the board 
dedicated three streets off the 
Langhorne - Newtown Road in 
Upper Middletown. They were 
Sunny Hill Drive, Fite Terrace 
and Janney Terrace, all given 
by the Elmi Corp. of Newtown. 
The resignation of Mrs. Laura 
Jean Balderston of Oaklihurst 
from the park and recreation 
board was announced. She made 
the move in order to devote 
more time to the zoning board 
of adjustments, 
to which

Authorities said they learn the 
victim,

Winston made a 25 cent bet last 
Friday on the younger boy’s 
age. 
They said that Michael took 
Winston’s coat because the boy 
would not pay him the 25 cents 
atfer losing the bet. 
Michael was killed by a blast 
from a 
single barrel 
shotgun 
which struck him in the head 
and right side of the fa'ce out­ 
side Winston’s home. 
Detectives 
Howard

ston stood at the top of the step 
of his home and told the other 
boy, “ This gun is loaded.” 
The detectives quoted Michael 
as saying “ I don’t care, I’m not 
afraid ”

back into his house and hid un­ 
der his bed where he was later 
found by authorities.
